Dalton S. Harrison, Agricul- 
tural Engineer with Agricul- 
tural Extension Service, Gaines- 
ville, Fla., was in the area last 
week to help set up a Hot Wat- 
er Seed Treatment machine for 
the prevention of black rot and 
other diseases in cabbage and 
x(tated crucifers. 

‘This machine now being used 
by Agricultural Insecticide Com- 
pany, Belle Glade, offers for 
the first time in the area cab- 
bage seed: that has been pro- 
cessed through the hot water 
treatment which promises to 
considerably cut losses to the 
farmer previously caused by 
seed-borne diseases. 

‘These diseases are either car- 
ried on the seed, in the seed, or 
both. Those carried on the sur- 
face of the seed are more easily 
controlled than the ones that 
are present inside the seed,” 
Harrison explains. “The most ef- 
fective control for internally 
born diseases has been proven 
to be hot water seed treatment,” 

lack rot has been one of the 
principal plagues to Glades far- 
mers, Cabbage which look ex- 
cellent when shipped from here 
may often appear in a northern 
markets rotted at the core. 

Mr. Harrison's report con- 
tinues: Some seasons cabbage 
and related crops are severly 
attacked, in some instances 
completely killing out whole

Controls for black rot include 
use of disease-free seed, hot wat- 
er seed treatment, crop rotation 
and disease free plants. It is re- 
ported that seed fromthe Puget 
Sound area of Washington are 
free from black. rot, however, 
it is still recommended that seed 
be hot water treated. ‘This treat- 
ment is effective against two 
other seed borne diseases of cru- 
cifers, alternaria leaf spot and 
black-leg. 

The recommendations in the 
treatment of seed by the hot 
water process offered by Mr. 
Harrison are based on research

The Department of Agricul- 
ture today announced that al- 
lotment of the 1960 quotas for 
the Domestic Beet Sugar Area 
and the Mainland Cane Sugar 
Area will not be necessary. 

The present quotas of 2,514, 
945 short tons, raw value, for 
the Domestic Beet Sugar Area 
and 773,873 tons for the main- 
land cane sugar area are ade- 
quate to meet the expected mar- 
keting needs of all processors. 

Under these circumstances al- 
lotments are not necessary to 
assure processors equitable mar- 
keting opportunities and to as- 
sure orderly marketing of sug- 
ar within the quotas establish- 
ed for these areas, USDA said.

Link From Lake To 
Ocean Sought Here 


Contacted yesterday by THE 
HERALD as to developments, 
if any, on a canal project link- 
ing Lake Okeechobee to the 
Ocean, Palm Beach Port mana- 
ger Joel Wilcox said, “We'll be 
very happy to lend all the as- 
sistance we can when the pro- 
ject reaches the stage where we 
can do something about it.” 

At a special meeting here last 
week Guy Stovall voiced a plea 
to representatives of the State 
Development Commission, State 
Road Department, CSFFCD and 
Port of Palm Beach, submitting 
a petition bearing 2,000 names 
Tequesting the project. 

Several years of hard and 
arduous labor are required to 
complete such a project, Wilcox 
warned, reciting the P. B. Port's 
experience in deepening their 
port. 

At present the lake has never 
been certified for barge trans- 
Portation, he explained, “The 
need is here; we have the facili- 
ties; we now have clarifying 
certificates so we know we can 
service it, and are about to get 
a pilot movement which shows 
it can be done. Once this is ac- 
complished we'll be well on our 
way to regular barge service 
thru the lake area,” Wilcox said. 

Such a project can only be ac- 
complished when public inter- 
est stays behind it, pushing all 
the way thru the varied steps 
required to complete it, Mr. Wil- 
cox reminded.

Farming Slowed 
By Heavy Rains 


Anxiously charting the course 
of Hurricane Donna the past 
few days Glades farmers ap- 
peared to have the water table 
well controlled in spite of the 
recent heavy rains, but are hav- 
ing a difficult time drying out 
fields well enough to work a 
full day. 

“Every drop of rain that falls 
is excess at this point tho, as 
the ground is completely satur- 
ated with water and will have 
to be pumped off,” Assistant 
County Agent John Causy said 
Wednesday. 

Rainfall at the Sam Knight 
and Sam Senter adjoining farm 
lands totalled 24” for the past 
three weeks. “It's been mighty 
wet,” they said, “but the water 
level in the ditches has been 
kept away down and field con- 
ditions still look very good. 

At the lake the two pumps, 
each turning ever 400,000 gal- 
lons of water per minute, have 
been kept running steadily and 
the third one cranked up when 
heavy rain occurs. The opera- 
tor, J. M. Gibson, reports more 
rain has fallen off the lake than 
on the`läke: On the Tänd side 
of the pump the water table was 
10% feet Tuesday an dthe lake 
side 14.40 feet — a near four 
foot difference in the lake level 
and water level in the canals, 
he said. 

We're in a position where 
we could take a lot of water 
and get rid of it fast, is the gen- 
eral concensus of opinion by 
farmers visited this week. Plant- 
ing is slowed down and quan- 
tity and quality of yields ef- 
fected by such a condition, Fran- 
cis Cross at the Lewis Friend 
farm volunteered. “Blight fre- 
quently results from an over- 
abundance of water, especially 
in the corn crop,” he said. 

The Billy Rogers and Duda 
Farms are said to be increasing 
their celery agcregae, taking up 
the slack of 2 farmers who drop- 
ped out this year. “If each far- 
mer will hold to last year’s acre - 
age we might be able to sustain 
a better market,” Floyd Ashley 
commented. Generally they 
seem to be doing just that. 

So far a few leafy crops are

Claude Wiley, manager for 
Florida Sugar Corporation an- 
nounced Wednesday that his 
Company will begin immediate- 
ly planting 2000 acres of Sugar 
Cane. 


Labor Barracks, the Mess Hall 
and Recreation Hall are nearing 
completion at the mill site on 
the old George Williams Ranch 
off state road 80.
